If this be true, 
and, to a certain extent we have no doubt ft 
is, there -has been great negligence on the 
part of somebody. We recellect that at the 
last session of the Legislature, it was apparent- 
ty accidentally discovered that there is in the 
public Treasury at Washington, a large sum of 
money, viz : eight thousand dollars, deposited 
to the credit of the Penitentiary of Utah, This 
money which the general Government had 
freely provided for the accommodation of the 
Territory, haé lain idle for a number of years, 
simply becanse the proper pap®rs for its trans- 
fer have not been made out and forwarded, in 
conformity with law. We understand that in 
pursuance of a resolution of the Legislature. 
necessary steps have been taken to secure 
this fand, and that @p money will soon be 
here. We trust that it will be judiciously and 
promptly applied. 

But why, we would ask, did not the Legisla- 
ture temporarily appropriate from the Terri- 
torial Legislature, funds safficient to make 
secure this publicirstitution. A few bundred 
dollars judiciously expended, would surely 
enabR the Warden to keep safe the few pris- 
oners in his hands. But society or its repre 
sentatives have no right to take advantage of 
their own wrongs. It is the duty of the com- 
munity to provide the means necessary to 
properly punish, and by punishing prevent 
crime. And it sboald never be forgotten that 
it is the maxim as well of law as of ethics, 
that it is the certainty of punishment, not its 
severity, which secures immunity from crime, 
Incarceration in the Utah Penitentiary, as now 
conducted, would be simply a broad farce, 
were not the consequences so serious and 80 
tragic. We know of an instance of a prisoner 
there, whose friends sometime since were 
seeking a pardon, one day imforming them 
that he would like to serrate 
getting along, for said he, ~1 shan’t stay here 
any longer if there is po prospect of a pardon.”’ 
Upon the advice of his friends he consented to 
remain a while jonger. The police are well 
aware that Penitentiary convicte have been in 
the habit of leaving their cells almost when- 
ever they desired to do so, and perambulating 
the streets of Salt Lake City. It is even said 
that Dives, when be was killed, had in bis 
pocket the Prison key, with which he ob- 
tained egress from that model institution. 
Where did he obtain it? How is it thate 
convict can get possession of that which should 
never be out of the sight of bis keeper? When 
such things are rife, it is no wonder that the 
Penitentiary is little regarded by criminals, or 
that they come and go as they list. We trust 


inte and remedy these glaring evils, will do 
so at once, and not leave the commuanity en. 
tirely at the mercy of every petty thief, either 
in or out of the Penitentiary...

whatsoever, the ufdersigned takes occasion 
to repeat 
gainsay, that this Territory is the public 

roperty of the Nation, whose wish it is, that 
it bé developéd at the earliest possible day. 
in all its rich ‘resources, mineral as well as 
agricultaral, pastoral and mechanical. To this 
end, citizens of the United States, and all de-

it is the duty of the undersigned to see ful- 
filled by kindly and warning words, if possi- 
ble, butif not, stillto be enforced at ever 
hazard and at. any cost. He cannot perm 
the public and the welfare of ull. to be 
jeoparded by the foolish threats or wicked ac-
